0110 il:i,v inoro jiml tlie Saratoga mooting of 1919 
will Ik* liistory. It has 1k*oh a romarkahlo meotin„ 
in many resjiocts, first ami foroniost of which was 
iho oxtraordinary nunilwr of favorites that wore 
lioaton. and tho' victory of ono 100-1 sliot whon 
UockjHirt won .vostcrday. It xvas tlio first winnor 
at such a price in a docado. and possibly longer, for 
no one i-oiild Ik* found who could sriecifically state 
the one prior, so long ago was it since it happened. 
Again, the unusual hapi»eued in the way of win- 
ners from Kentucky. The Kentuckians usually won 
a goodly share of the purses and stakes at Saratoga. 
This year the easti*rners had things pretty much 
their own way. In f.ict, had it not Iieen for .Miss 
.Teniima, the fast western filly, not an event 
of importance could have l)een credited to Kentucky. 
What jirohahly was the iloniinating feature of tho 
Saratoga meeting was the extrnordinar.v prices ob- 
tained at the sales for some of the yearlings and 
brooil mares, .Jtecord figures were fortiu-omiiig in 
some instances, which shows conclusively the health 
fill condition of the American turf and the confi- 
dence the more fashionable stables have in its 
pel i>et iia tion. In point of attendance, never was there 
a meeting at this iKiimlar resort which gave mori 
evidence of the sport’s popularity. Official figures 
far e.vi-eed those of other years. Even when the late 
■\Mlliam C. IVhitae.v spent fabulous sums to build 
up Saratoga the attendance was not as great 
as this year though it may have 1k*cu a trifle 
more fashionable. All things <‘onsider(>d. tin* season 
of 1919 has Ik'cii a banner one for Saratoga. 

SARATOGA STAND TO BE ENLARGED, 

Alrf*ady improvements are lieing contemplated for 
next .vear. It is possible the grandstand will Iki 
enlarged and It may Ik* the new strip of land will 
Ik* imlosed and graded for parking automobiles, 
that being the purpose for which it was bought, 
(iiiaraiiteed stakes ma.v also Ik* aiKdishcd and added 
money attached to every fejfture of importam-e. 

111 concluding the resume it must not Ik* overlooked 
that two exceedingly fine colts put the stamp of 
approval upon their greatness — Purchase and JIan 
o’ War. Rarely have two such cidts in tiicir re- 
s|K‘ctive divisions chanced in the same' .vear. Man 
o’ War should not have lost a race and Purchase has 
only met deefat umler the most trying conditions. 
Roth are what can Ik* truthfully termed wonderful 
horses. When it was alleged iji.’KMl.OtMl was offered for 
Purchase many thought it was a joke. It was not. 
The offer was legitim.ite, and it is said a syndicate 
of breeders had made the bid, but up to this time 
only those who know are in the secret. It is the 
larges't offer ever made for an American thorough- 
bred. Man o’ War also is truly American and 
Montford .Tones offered $1(K).0(M) for him, but the 
offer was not sufficiently tempting for Mr. Riddle 
to accept. SiH'<*tators saw some great racing and 
some close and interesting finishes, all of which 
ailds to the satisfaction of the Saratoga season. 

There will Ik* quite a crow’d here for the running 
of the Hopeful and the Saratoga (,'iip tomorrow, as 
Wall street generally turns loose at Saratoga on the 
closing da.v, as well as the neighboring citie.s like 
Albany, Troy, Schenectady and otlier adjacent 
towns. 

Exterminator will be one of the opi»onents of Pur- 
chase in the Saratoga Pup, Mr. Kilmer’s horse having 
undergone a special preparation for the event. The 
absence of Cudgel will Ik* disaiqKiinting to spectators 
and horsemen, too, as a meeting of Cudgel and Pur- 
chase was anticipated. The.v ma.v not meet until 
.some time in September or 0ctolK*r, but that they 
will meet some time is reasonably certain.

Last Day of the Saratoga Meeting 

Starred by the Running of the Rich Hopeful Stakes 
and the Long Established Saratoga Cup 

This is the last day of the highly successful Saratoga meeting. Year by year the August 
turf reunion there grows in .importance and attractiveness. It is fair to e.stimate that in 
receipts at least the meeting of 1919 hits excelled all of its predecessors. Today’s card is 
a ’worthy finale. The money to be garnered by owners this afternoon will be close to 
$40,000, of which the Hopeful Stakes will furnish the major jiortion. In value this is 
the leader among our stake races for two-year-olds. It will have its fifteenth running today, 
with the fine colt Man o’ War almost certain to go to the post the favorite. Usually the race 
has fallen to a colt, but two superb fillies have carried off its honors— Tanya in 1904 and 
Regret in 1914. Regret only took $9,1.50 in her year, but Tanya’s victory brought $29,790, an 
amount which ha» only been exceeded by Sun Briar in 1917 and by Eternal last year. Among 
the eligibles today is J. E. Widener’s Fair Gain, by Vulcain — Fairy Gold, which cost him 
$14,000 last year and which as yet has not started. The condensed history of this big race 
is as follows :

That only nine two-year-olds have been nanfed to start in the Hopeful is.. somewhat 
surprising, but Man o’ War is such a formidable obstacle that he has scared many owners from 
starting against him. Besides, in case it is a good day and fast track today, there may be 
added starters. However, nine is a sufficient number to give a good race, with less chance 
of crowding and untrue running with a larger number going to the post. On public form 
the race api^ars to belong to Man o’ War. In fact, the only one which seemingly threatens 
danger is C apt. Alcock on the ground ‘that his last race showed him to be gifted with speed 
of no ordinary measure. Man o’ W ar is such a good colt and general favorite that it is to 
be hoped that his victorious career will not be interrupted here. It is a long time since we 
have had a Iwo-ycar-old of the highest cla.ss which kept his sujTerlative form unimpaired in 
the following year. It may be that Man o’ War is destined to have his career crowned 
with that distinction, and it is for the good of the turf that such .should prove to be the case.

— To- 
day’s offering was the most featureless of an.v dur- 
ing the jiresent meeting. The siiort was of the 
routine eharaeter. devoid of a:i.v espeeial ineident, 
line weatlier and a fast track were contributing 
factors in bringing out the big attendanee present, 
tliere h. ing many visitors from New York to wit- 
ness the close of the s*>ort liere, whicli terminates 
tomorrow. Barkers of favorites had their troubles, 
for most of them went down in rlefeat. 

The mile and a quarter handicap, in which four 
started, was the headliner of the card and it pro- 
duced a speetaeiilar eoiitest, with the victory finall.v 
going to Tlinnderelap over Thunderstorm, witli 
Athloiie in third place. The winner, earr.viiig 126 
IKUimls, was coneediiig weiglit to all the others and 
his race was a sparkling one, for he came away in 
tlie last eiglttli to win comfortably. The entire 
quartet were in front nt some part of tlie race. In 
tlie early running it was Tetley which showed 
the way, hnt the 110 pounds he carried caused him 
to wilt iK-fore a half mile had been completed. 
Atlilone took up the rniining where Tetley left off, 
but Tluiiulei-storin made her give way just before 
the stretch turn was rounded. The Wilson repre- 
sentative at this time seemed tlie probable winner, 
but Thiinderclap moved up in resolute style and an 
eighth from the finisli challenged and .after a 
brief <IucI drew out to win by a safe margin. 

HURRY AGAIN A FAILURE. 

Tlie frequently disappointing Hurry again proved 
a failure and succumlK-d to Buckliorn II. carrying 
the colors of The Reach Stable, .The early running 
of the race was flattering to the backers of Hurry, 
for was In a commanding lead and seemiiigly 
goiiig easily and carrying the earmarks of a certain 
winner, hut the final eightli found him tiring fast 
and when Buckliorn II. challenged in iimieiiialile 
st.i le he gave wa.v, but lainled in second place. 
The battle for third place was a stirring one and 
the shorter iMirtion of tlie purse went to .Sadie I)., 
wliich heat Red Domino by inches. Buekhoru II. 
was entered for and was bid to $l,.5tK> and 

boiiglit by G. W. Forman. 

A crack band of sprinters tried eonelusions in 

tlie tliird raec- at three-quarters, and it resulted in 
a victory for R. F. (’armaii’s Startling, whicli beat 
S. (’. Hihlretli’s Ij,rd Rrigliton after a liard last 
eiglith drive. Tlie veteran Old Roseluid, making 
ills first start of tin* meeting, landed in third place, 
hnt was di.sqiialified for his jwkey’s action in cut- 
ting aiross in front of the other and impeding 

Crank sliarply. The incident came when Old Rose- 
bud and Crank were measuring strides almost on 

even terms and about to round the first turn. Mc- 

Cabe, on Old Rosebud, guided his mount toward 
the inside and pinelied off* Crank and the latter 
■|i turn interfering witli George Starr. Old Rose- 
bud went into tlie lead as a result of his jockey’s 
iietioii, but tin* old liorse tired in tlie stretch and 
was passed by .Startling and ^>rd RrigUton in turn. 
He held on gamely though and outstayed the fast 
coming George Starr. Crank, after being forced 
back, eontiiuied gamely, but the last eiglith found 
him out of any chance. 

DORCAS’ OUTSTANDING- UPSET. 

An outstanding upset came with tlie running of 
the tliird race, in which Dorcas was tliouglit to 
liave the purse at lier mercy, but the liest she could 
do was to laud in tliird place, the winner tiiriiiiig 
iqi in Sedan, with Harry Breivogel in second place. 
'I’he trio of placed ones had the race between them- 
selves from the start, but Dorcas gave way when 
pressed hard and the final result was between Sedan 
iiiid Harry Breivogel, tlie former winning by a close 
iii.-irgiii. Dorcas tired fast near the end, and with 
a hit farther to go Romeo, wliieh had been far back 
for the first lialf mile, but had closed an immense 
gap, would have lieen third. 

E. R. Uradley’s Porte Drapean, which at one 
time was held to Ik* tlie making of a real eraok. and 
at various times lias been tried liiglily and found 
wanting, was in with a cheap baml of maidens in 
the fifth race at one mile, and had no diffieult.y 
in leading them all tlie way to win by us big a 
margin as Ids rider elected. He took the lead right 
at the start and was hard held throughout, hnt 
Boyle found difficulty in stopping liini after the 
finish, and he circled the course again before he 
could be bronglit under control. The battle for 
second place through the last eight was spirited, 
P. G. King, by virtue of his inner rail position, 
managing to laat Wilfreda right at the end, with 
the fast tiring t’ourcelleii following. 

.V good band of youngsters started in the final

FOR AND AGAINST TOE CALKS RULE 



SARATOG.V SI’RI.NGS, N. Y., August 29.— The 
proposed rule of Mr. Hitchcoi-k to prohiliit the use 
of toe calks lias aroused a division of opinion. 
Maii.v hail the aliolishmeiit of tlie calks as a move 
in the right direction, while otliers contend that 
curb rough riding and you have the solution of tlie 
danger in the toe calk. Janies Rowe Is one of the 
trainers that attributes the recent epidemic of 
liorses IX'ing injured and cut down to the rough 
tactics of the riders. “As for the contention that 
calks are not being used in England and Frama-,’’ 
said Mr. Rowe, “that is all true, hut races in Eng- 
land and France are run over turf eours-'s and not 
on dirt tracks as in tliis cnint.-y.’’ “However,’’ 
eoiltiliued -Mr. Rowe, “(lie rule, if passed, will 
make it eipial for all. There will, however, in my 
judgment, Ik- small lieids in ac'iioii on days wlieii 
the traek is muddy.'’ 

Jlr. E. R. Itradley, wliose I’.elieve Me Girls was 
one of the horses almost mined by lieing cut down 
in a race, is a Isdiever that the abolisliing of the 
toe calks on racing plates will make for improve- 
ment in racing and lessening the danger of horses 
being injured.

Tlie Saratoga Cup is truly a time honored race. It was first contested fifty-four years 
ago, when Lexington’s great son Kentucky won it, as he also did in the succeeding year. 
Ills name means little to the present generation of racegoers, but in hi.s days of glory on the 
race track he Avas a star of stars. The most memorable race in its long history took place 
in 1875, when Springbok and Preakness ran a dead heat in time that stood as the American 
record for two miles and a quarter down to comparatiA'ely recent years. Leamington’s fa- 
mous son Parole w(m the Cup in 1877 and 1878, then went o\er to England, and in his 
first race there in 1879 defeated the mighty Isononiy in the Newmarket Handicap. Favor- 
ites in Chicago racing which Avon it were Volante, Los Angeles and Advance Guard. Roanier 
AA'on it in 1915 and ran second in 1916. In its last three years it has fallen to the crack 
three-year-olds Friar Rock, Omar Khayyam and Johren. It is a weight-for-age race, so its 
contestants run on their merits, with no advantage or disadvantage in the Aveights. In the 
fourteen years it has been run at its present distance of a mile and three-quarters it has been 
won by seven three-year-olds, three four -year-olds, three five-year-olds and one six-year-old, 
a record decidedly in faAor of the three-ycar-olds. The race had fifty-nine entries this year, 
and its record is as folloA’.s;

Strictly speaking, his defeat by Exterminator does not seem probable, but it 
is by no means an impossible occurrence.

The Alilldale 
season will wind np on OrtolM-r IS, and as the 
Downs does not open until OctolsT 2:5, the hor.semen 
will I'.ave ample time in wliieli to transfrt '\llc1r'* 
charges here. 

“.Applieations for stable room are iiouring in 
heavily every da.v,’’ said track snpprintenil«|tH|J<wr' 
A’oung, “lint the Louisville division of the Ksnhick'y 
JiH-key Cliib has it on the otliers because of tlie 
fact tliat we Imve two Iraeks at wliicli to stable 
the horses — ('liiirehill Downs and Douglas Park. 
.\t the rate that I am l«'iinr besieged with requests 
for stalls now, liowever, it looks as though both 
idants are going to he taxed to eapaeity. Usually 
m.v worries alHiiit stalile room eonn- in the spring 
oti aeeonnt of the Kentnck.v Dcrli.v, and in tlie 
autiiinn I liave no trouble caring for tlie liorses, 
even tliongli nian.v stables have yearlings in tliem.

AA’ord lias 
be-.-n received from Charles F. Grainger, who has 
been spending the summer between his summer 
homo at Babylon, L. I., and Saratoga, that ho will 
leave for liome witliin the next ten days. 

One of tlie first easterners to apply for stable room 
at the Downs was Jlontford Jones, wliose horses are 
trained by former jockey “Snapper’’ Garrison. He 
seeks ten stalls.

1 an) off to the nortli to see yearlings, but I 
cannot as yet discard tlie Goodwood subject, for, 
owing to some astouiidiiig folly, the last race of 
tile week was tlie lM>st on tlie canl, and I and 
ountless otliers could not stay to see it. I tried 
to see even tlie start of it, hut failed even in tliat, 
iiid so liad to go haek to Moleeoml) and tlience to 
Cliieliester Station. I must certainly take off 
my liat to 'retratema, tliougli I liave never yet 
seen liiin, for to have iH-aten Orplieus in the way 
lie did lie must lie a champion indeed. Also, it 
ems tliat Sir Douglas is certainly one of tlie 
best three-year-olds, or lie would never have given 
twenty-one pounds to Chat Tor in the way lie did 
for tlie Gordon Stakes. Jlore tlian once Admiral 
Meiix told me last year iitxiut tlie liome form of 
tills colt, witli Stefan the Great, but he swnied 
to run far short of it; however, in liis races tliis 
season tliere lias been no semidance of flinching, 
ml I verily lulieve he would Iiave won tlie Grand 
I’rix had lie is-en sent over for it, GalloiKT Light 
mitwitlistaiidiiig. Admiral Meux thonglit at Ascot 
tliere would Is* diffiinlt.v about the transport for- 
malities, hut in point of fact tliere would liave been 
jioiic, and I would m.vself have arranged tliat witli 
ideasure. However, tlie colt remaiiieil at liome and 
suffered tlie riciiest stakes of tlie year to go by 
the Isiard. Sir Douglas has faulty hocks, licyond 
iill doulit, lint lie is otherwise a fine colt indeed, 
Ihoiigli giiodness knows wliat our tliroe-year-old 
form, liar Tlie I’anllier, amounts to. 1 have no doubt 
now that ’IVtrateina must la* tlie liest two-year-old 
e liave yet seen out, for I bad placed Orjdieus 
in that position, and anything tliat can beat liiin 
must tie a smasher indeed. I was disiipiKiiiited to 
find Isitli Mount Royal and Oridieiis lM*aten on tlie 
last day, lint it is tlie fortiiiie of war, ami my 
readers will uuderstaiid tliat I did not write about 
tlieiii witlioiit giKMl reason. Tln*y are worth fol- 
lowing, and when Slount Royal g<M“S over seven- 
iglitlis or longer courses lie will lie imrtictilarl.v 
wortli following. N'evertholess, tlie lionors for tlie 
time being are obviously witli The Tetrarcli’s stock, 
and if ever there was a clear demonstration of the 
value of fresh blood it lias lieeii furnished liy tlie 
Herod line as developed tlirough Roi Herode and liis 
son. 'Die Tetrarcli, and also by Marcovil, wliose 
premature lieatli caused sucli a loss to the Matclicm 
male line, thougli Hurry On remains to represeiit 
him. Many of ns liave tried to replenisli tliese lost 
or nearly lost lines of blood, and we have liad 
variable success, but the general aim is the riglit 
one, viz., to maintain a correct balance of blood 
and avoid too mueli inbreeding to fasliion. 

SUNDRIDGE AT COBHAM. 

As to fasliion. however, what can I say al)ont 
old Suiiilridge, wliich we sliall liave at Cobliam next 
season if all goes well'.’ 'Ihvelve nominations were 
taken to liim during GooiIwikkI week, and he will 
e full almost at oiiee; liut I want to point out 
tliat wlien I first mentioned his coming to England 
tliere was no idea of his coming to Cobliam. How- 
ever, it is tliere tliat be is to come because the 
late Mr. Halbronn was a good friend of mine, and 
his executors wish me too look after the old horse. 
One or Qvo breeders have sent in queries as to the 
•cent stud records of Siiiidridge, and it will surely 
suffice liere to point out tliat at tlie recent sale 
of the Halbronn stud seven of tlie nine mares had 
foals by Biuidridge. and of these seven foals one 
was foaled in February, four in Marcli and tlie re- 
maining two on April 8 aud 11 respectively. Tliis 
serves to indicate what a goiwl and early season 
Siiiidridge made last year. But onee more let me 
recall tlie immediate success of fresli blood like 
water on the desert of coiitiniioiis inbreeding to 
fasliion. Roi Herode and Tlie Tetrarcli are sliowiiig 
it clearl.V <>iioiigli, luit it lias iK'eu sliowii with equal 
clearness by Grhy, thanks to ids Hanover dam. I 
have tried iiiy little Is'st for years past to liieulcate 
tliese ideas, and in my small way to imt tliem into 
jiractiee. Of <-oiirse, in tlie Idinidering scliemes 
f liiimaii intelligence no one can presume to sa.v 
this or that is tlie riglit iiatli, lint 1 lio|)e I may 
claim that the general trend of wliat 1 liave ven- 
tured to write ul>oiit breeding is correct. Tlie 
revival of Herod and ilutchem_ and tlie aliaiuloment- 
'of ceaseless inbreeding to Blacklock and Sir Her- 
iiles is working itself out into a living truth, 
wlietlier I rectimmemled it or not. ^suture herself 
lias mucli to do witli these developmeuts even now, 
tlioiigU liy onr epliemeral fancies we may try to 
develop an exact .science of lireoding. 

HANOVER’S VALUE. 

Tliere is no sort of doulit to my humtde intelli- 
gence that Hanover bloo<i is tlie making of Orby’s 
siiccejiKes iiere, and tliat tliese are due entirely to 
tlie fact that Glencoe lilood comes to us almost 
solely tlirough I’ocalioiitas, witli whicli almost 
very iM-digrce is more than loaiU'd. The merit 
of Pocaliontns was immense, and tlie constant in- 
breeding to licr lias been quife abnormal, and oven 
yet without conspicuously evil results, but on a 
ground tlius prepared wliat must it not iie to i»ro- 
vide two otlier free lines of Glencoe through his 
best son I Tliis is done tliruugli Orby’s matcriiul 
grnndsire, Hanover, and I liave always claimed 
that Hanover should have been exempted from any 
Stud Book exeliisioii. Lord Jersey knows this, and 
Hanover himself surely proved ids title to be made 
all honorable cxeeptioii, estioeially as he was in tlie 
liook already as the maternal grandstre of Orby 
and Rbodora, l>ut is now out of it as the maternal 
graiidsire of Sir Martin. Tliese things slHuild not 
in buch a wliolly exeeptioiial ease as tliat of 
Hanover, tiiongli the general rule of exclusion from 
the General Stud Book is quite sound and right. 
Hanover was a male descendant of Glencoe, through 
yuudul, uud took iu uuutlicr T'uiidul Hue Uu'uugU

his dam. Moreover, Hanover’s danf was by Bonnie 
Scotland, so tliat he represents a free line of Queen 
Mary, daugliter of Gladiator. Vandal was tlie best 
liorse ever sired by Glencoe, and tlie bloixl of Han- 
over is reall.v priceless in tliis countr.v. 3’Iiere lias 
been no greater stickler for pure lilood tlian I am, 
but on the otlier liaiid I have never loft out Han- 
over, wliicli I my.self saw run and win tliree times 
in 1SS7. He was a beautiful liorse and would have 
swept tlie iKiard in England tliat .vear. Anyliow, ids 
grandson, Orby, is in the G. s. B., wliereas liis 
grandson. Sir Martin, is not. All the better Inek 
for tliose wlio hold Orhy’s stock, but it is not (luite 
as it sliould lie. It is difficult — nay, impossible — 
wlien once a mistake lias lieen made in a stud Ixiok 
rigorously to correct it, but a process of eorrectinn 
is not impossilile, and it was that thought wliieli 
led me alwa.vs to put in a plea for Hanover, no 
matter what happened to otlier Ameriean snsimcts. 

THE TETRARCH AND ST. SIMON. 

It ma.v lie tliat in Tlie Tetrarcli we liave a liorse 
destined to effect an infliicnee on hliHidstock similar 
to tliat effected Iiy St. Simon. It is true tliat Tlie 
Tetranh’s first year at llie stud will not compare 
for a moment witli St. Simon’s, Imt tlie second 
year seems not unlikely to bring liiin on terms of 
equalit.v, and it s'liould be rememliered that St. 
Simon did not make ids first stud season until after 
a year’s interval from lieiiig taken out of training. 
In Ollier words, he was a year older than was The 
Tetrareli wlien he liegaii. In fact, TIic Tetrarcli in 
ids second season was tlie same .age as was St. 
Simon in his first, and tlierefore tlie present two- 
year-olds by The Tetrar<4i come into reasonable 
••omparison with tlie first St. Simons. Tlie latter 
ineluded St. Serf, Jlemoir, Signorina and Semolina 
— names to eon jure by and famous for all time, but 
wlio sliall say tliat Telrateina, Tetrameter and 
Sareliedoii will not in time to eome l(C equally fa- 
mous’; One can only surmise as yel, but sucii a 
eontiiigeney cannot Im‘ descrils-d as unlikely. More- 
over, Roi Herode, in refereiiee to Tlie Tetrareli, 
has a status similar to Unit of Galoidii and St. 
Simon. In both cases the old horses b*‘eame 
sliglitly oversliadowed b.v the extraordinary siie- 
eesses of ids son, and there was not tlie uniformity 
of sneeess in tlie eareers of tlie *dd ones as of tlie 
sons; but Galopiii was a great' sire inileml, seeond 
onl.v* to St. Simon in merit. Even wlien lie was 
quite old lie lieaded tlie list of winning stallions 
for a season, and siieli sons of hi.s as Donovan and 
Galliard were enougli for fame, even if there liad 
l>eca no St. Simon. Jloreover, mares hy him liave 
proved invaluable matrons, and it is needless to do 
more on tliis point than to mention tlie name of 
Galieia, dam of Bayardo, Lemberg and Silesia (dam 
of My IK’.-ir). Roi Herode iias proved to demonstra- 
tion again and again that lie does not depend on 
Tile Tetrarch alone for his claim to be ranked as a 
great stallion, and his general influence in tlie 
future may Is; not less tlian that of Galopin. It 
is safe to sa.v that gray will lie a frequent color 
in times to come, and tlie character of the Britisli 
tlioroiiglihred will In* «'Oiisiderably altered. — W. Alli- 
son iu I-oiidun Sportsman.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CniC.VGO, HI.. August 29. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois — Tlinndersliowers this afternoon or tonight 
in south and east isirtions; Saturday, fair; not much 
cliange in temperaturp. Wisconsin — Unsettled with 
siiowers tiiis aftermxin or tonigiit in east portion; 
cooler tonigiit in southeast isirtion; Saturday, fair 
with moderate temperature. (Jenernl forecast — The 
indications aro for siiowors tiiis afternoon or tonight 
in Illinois and in portions of the adjacent states. 
Otlierwise generally fair weatiier will jirevaii in tiiis 
forecast district during tlie next two days; tera- 
Iieralure eliaiiges will not in* important. 

AA'ASHINGTON, D. C., August 29. — Asserting that 
tlie Paris treaty will lay tlie foniidatiou “for cen- 
turies of lilood letting,” Senator Knox (Rep.) told 
the Senate toda 3 ‘ Hint llie United States siioiild re- 
ject it and negotiate a separate peace witli Ger- 
man.v. In its ’’liard and eniel” terms lie said tlie 
treaty imposes on Germany penalties wliich violate 
international law and engender strife. ‘‘Tlie more 
I consider lliis trenty,” said Mr. Knox, ”the more 
I am <-onviiieed tiiat tlie onl.r safe wa.v for ns to 
deal with it is to decline to lie a party to it all.” 

PARIS. France, August 29. — Tlie Italian iKumd- 
aries were discussed li.v tlie allies’ supreme eouneil 
again .vesterdaj', Imt no decision was rcaeliod. The 
question came up in eoniieetion witli tlie Austrian 
lioiindaries. Fiunio was not mentioned. Tliere liave 
iM-eii maii.v rumors eoiiei'rniiig proiiosed Flume 
agn'cments, lint none lias actually Im-cii readied. 
It is clear tliat tli(> supreme council will not agree 
oil any settlement of tlie entire Dalmatian question 
wliicii dis-s not provide for the eomplete interna - 
tionalization of Fimm-. 

S.\N FRANCISCO, ('al., August ‘29. — Tlie strike of 
railwa.v men in tlie extreme west and southwest, 
from imiieations, was erumliliiig early today. 
Warned li.v Walker D. Hines, director general of 
railroads, tiiat if thej- did not oiK'rate trains by 
7 o’clock Saturda.v morning tlie railroad administra- 
tion woulil undertake to do so, sentiment among 
strikers swung toward a return to work in many 
instance.s last niglit. 

COl’ENHAGEN, Denmark, August 29. — A dispatch 
from Berlin says Jlarslial Focli lias notified tlie 
German annistice commission tiiat tlie supreme 
council has consented to a provisional increase of 
tlie German gendarmerie troops in tlie neutral zone 
beyond tlie Rliine for three moiitlis after the peace 
treat.v goes into effect, as the force iirovided for in 
tlie treaty is considered inadequate to maintain 
order. 

CHK'AGO, 111., August 29. — Holders of 6-cent 
elevated tickets aro entitled to ride on them with- 
out iiaymeiit of an additional two cents, accord- 
ing to a decision lianded down today by Judge John 
Caverl.v. Tlie court held that tlie public utilities 
eomniission iiiid no right to enter an order forcing 
tlie payment of an 8-ceiit fare when a 6-cent ticket 
was presented in lieu of a casli fare.
